In 1836 the subject of our sketch 
was engaged in making surveys and 
plans for a canal to connect the town of 


Darien on the Altamaha River, and 
twelve miles above its mouth, with the 
harbor of Brunswick, in Georgia, a 
distance of about thirteen miles. By 


this work the immense interior of 
Georgia was to find a port for shipment, 


instead of being obliged to rely upon 
Savannah or Charleston. This work 
was not completed, but the plans, 


generally and in detail, show a masterly 


knowledge of this branch of engineer- 
ing. 

Mr. Baldwin's greatest works were 
ithe two naval dry docks at Charles- 
town and at Norfolk, Not only were 
these structures linsurpassed by any 
works of the kind in the world at the 
time they were built, but they still 
remain as monuments of engineering 
skill, The dock at Charleston was 


commenced in 1827, and completed ii 


1834, the old frigate ‘*Constitution” 
being the first vessel docked. ‘The 
docks at Charlestown and at Norfolk 
were made from the same working 
drawings, although the former was 
lengthened about sixty feet in later 
ltimes to accommodate the increased 
length of modern vessels of war, It is 
istrange to look back now and to note 
the lack of engineering machinery tor 


carrying on heavy work, even so late as 
1830. ‘The pile drivers used at the 
| Charlestown dock were worked by a 
}treadmill, although some objection was 
made to putting the free-born American 
into a machine which had so unsavory 


ja reputation. A large part of the 
masonry was laid without the use of 
derricks, by means of inclined ways. 
The cost of the Charlestown dock 
was $677,000, and of the Norfolk dock 
$048,000, a very large sum in those 
days.

Defriez the Jour- 
NAL is indebted for the of the fol- 
lowing very curious and interesting docu- 
ment. It is such tales as the one told 
in the paper before us that excite the 
pen of the facile and gitted novelist ; 
yet plain and matter-of-fact Woburn of

COMMENTS, 


Tt was my good fortune about twelve 
years ago to find in my late father’s 
house in this town, a manuscript jour- 
nal whieh he had preserved, written 
during the Revolution, and kept by the 
American sailors confined in one of the 
juls in England. ‘This journal was 
published in the New England Histori- 
cal and Genealogical Register, appear- 
ing in the four volumes of that periodi- 
cul, covering the years from 1876 to 
1879, a hundred years after the original 
was written. 

We find Ichabod Richardson named 
in this invaluable manuscript as one of 
the prisoners confined in that place ! 

The journal begins with the date of 
Sunday, June 15, 1777, the day fol- 
lowing that of the author's committal 
to the prison at Forton, England, with 
his comrades, thirty-eight in all, the 
first prisoners confined in that place. 
The location of ** Porton Gaol” was 
about one mile out of town, near Ports- 
mouth, England, or, more strictly, one 
nile northwest of Gosport, which is 
opposite to, and separated about a mile 
from Portsmouth by the narrow gut at 
the entrance of this famous harbor. 
Here the writer of the journal was con- 
fined with many others from 1777 to 
1779, and his writings furnish an al- 
most daily record, penned on the spot, 
of the doings of the prisoners and their 
keepers, and of the news of the day. 
How interesting these details are the 
published journal will show. From 
the prison, where the journal must 
have been preserved with care for two 
years, three months and seven days, it 
was carried by its author to France, 
Where he was set at liberty by exchange, 
July 22, 1779. 


The journal then came into the 
possession of a fellow” prisoner and 
shipmate of the author’s, Reuben 


Locke, of Lexington, by whom it) was 
brought to America.

that Ichabod Richardson, and he, 
effected their escape from Forton Prison 
in England, and were not recaptured in 
the course of the war. The document 
of 1783 says he went thence to the 
East Indies. 

This privateering was an adventurous 
business. <A swift sailing vessel fitted 
out in our ports, and with a comple- 
ment of men from all our towns, would 
sail for the English Channel, and boldly 
cruise for valuable prizes, until they 
themselyes were overpowered and cap- 
tured by some big seventy-four gun ship 
of the British, watching for the purpose. 
The place of refuge for the American 
privateers and their prizes was the 
coast of France. The British landed 
their sailor prisoners in England, and 
they had two celebrated prisons for 
Americans, one, the Forton Prison near 
Portsmouth, and the other the Mill 
Prison near Plymouth. One James 
Richardson, of Woburn, was a prisoner 
in the Mill Prison in 1777, but he was 
afterwards exchanged. 

The genealogical portion of our sub- 
ject is less difficult. The story of our 
document is told in part by Vinton in 
his Vinton Memorial, p. 388, and again 
in his Richardson Memorial, pp. 247,

267. Allof the parties named belong 
to Woburn and all are descendants 
of our earliest families. Briefly the 
facts are these: Ichabod Richardson, 
son of Asa, was born in Woburn, 


Mareh 3, 1747, aud died here on Febru- 
ary 0, 1792. He married Sarah Wy- 
man, of this town, June 6, 1770, by 
whom he had a named Ichabod, 
who was born January 17, 1771. His 
wife Sarah, during the absence of her 
first husband, married a second husband 
Josiah Richardson, March 19, 1782,

Ichabod Richardson was a soldier in 
the Continental Army for eight months 
in 1774, per the State House Rolls (see 
Sewall’s Woburn, p. 575). ‘The com- 
mouly received story has been that he 
was made a prisoner by the British 
while he was serving as a ‘soldier,” 
and not after his voluntary enlistment 
as a **sailor,” as is shown in the **stipu- 
lution,” before given. 

Samuel ‘Thompson, Esq., of Woburn, 
in his diary, says, **Ichabod Richard- 
son’s wite died June 18, 1786; buried

‘Two 
or three weeks since Mr. Slattery, the 
electrician of the Sun lectrie Light 
Company of this place, said to some of 
his friends here that it was his intention 
to introduce electric light into his resi- 
dence on the corner of Highland and 
Glenwood streets at the Highlands. 
Since then he had gon. to work and put 
inadynamo «and motor, wired 
the house, and got everything in readi- 
ness for the introduction of the light. 
On Friday evening he put the machinery 
in motion and four lamps were set to 
burning which illuminated the rooms in 
grand style. Everything worked ad- 
mirably and the experiment was a 
gratifying success. ‘The plant is com- 
paratively inexpensive aud with water 
ata fair price the light will be cheap. 
Mr. Slattery was highly pleased with

Where a good deal of illumination is re- 
quired, this method of providing it will 
soon become peneral. lor striking the 
first electric light in Woburn Mr. Slat- 
tery must have the eredit, but his will 
soon be followed by a general illumina- 
tion of business houses from Mr. N. 
J. Simonds’s plant. On Wednesday 
evening last a large company of ladies 
and gentlemen met at Mr. Slattery’s 
home to congratulate him on the sue- 
cessful introduction of lights into the 
house and to witness the operations of 
the water motor, electrical machine, 
ete. When the reporter arrived several 
rooms were brilliantly illuminated, the 
effect of the light coming through vari- 
ous colored glass shades being very 
pleasing indeed. Swinging in the hall 
was a large burner within a red shade, 
and on tables in the parlor and other 
rooms red, blue, orange and other colored 
lights produced a novel and very pleas- 
ant effect. In all there were 
seven or cight lamps burning of differ- 
ent candle-power. Mr, Slattery kindly 
conducted the reporter to the basement 
where the water motor and dynamo 
were stationed and running.
